These 
fragile looking, enamel like flow- 
ers withstand storms and stress far 
better than other more robust-ap- 
pearing flowers, They are welcom- 
ed, not alone for their beauty, but 
because they are usually the first 
of all flowers, if we rule out the 
never-tardy skunk cabbage, Their 
fuzzy little buds look as though 
they were still wearing their furs 
as a protection against the wintry 
weather which so often stretches 
late into our spring, The fiowers 
vary in color from lovely blue to

The blood-root, another early 
“springer,” is in full bloom now.
